MINISTRY OF SOCIAL JUSTICE AND EMPOWERMENT 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 16th October, 2003 

No. 16-85/2003-NM/1 (DD). —^Whereas the Government of India, being 
seized-of the special problems of persons with disabilities and of the need for 
ensuring a life of dignity for them and of ensuring their full participation in civil 
society, has enacted the Persons with Disabilities (Equal Oppprtunities, 
Protection of Rights and Full Participation) Act, 1995, the National Trust for 
Welfare of Persons with Autism, Cerebral Palsy, Mental Retardation and Multiple 
Disabilities Act, 1999 and the Rehabilitation Council of India Act, 1992, and has 
been implementing several schemes through a multi-sectoral approach involving 
civil society, voluntary organizations and departments of the Government. 


And whereas, considering the large number of disabled persons in the 
country end the magnitude of disability issues with an their ramificatjons, a need 


has arisen to take a holistic view of the '^roblemi 


Now, therefore, it is resolved to constitute a Commission to be called the 
National Commission for Persons with Disabilities, with its headquarters at New 
Delhi to aid and advise the Government regarding disability and rehabilitation 
matters and to make recommendations to it in this regard; 

And that- 

(A) the Commission shall consist of nine Members, including a Chairperson, two 
full time Members, a Member-secretary and five Associate Members; and 


(i) the Chairperson, the full time members and the Associate Members shall be 
persons of eminence and involved in the rehabilitation and advocacy for the 
rights of persons with disabilities; 





(il) three of the Chairperson/ Members/ Associate Members will separately 
represent the categories of persons with hearing impairment, visual impaimi^nt 
and locomotor disability artd one each shall be nominated, from the Associations 
of Parents/ Guartlians of persons suffering from mental retardation and Parents/ 
Guardians of persons suffering from autism, cerebral palsy or multiple disability; 

(lii) from among the Chairperson, Members and Associate Members, at least 
two shall be women; 

(iv) both Members and Associate Members shall have voting rights; 

And that, the Chairperson and other Members shall be appointed by the Central 
Government for a term of three years (except in case of the Member-Secretary). 
The Chairperson and other members shall be eligible for reappointment for one 
additional term If deemed appropriate and a vacancy caused due to resignation, 
removal, death or otherwise shall be filled by fresh nomination for the remaining 
period of the earlier Incumbent if this period is more than six morrths. 

And that, all Members shall hold office during the pleasure of the President of 
India.and shall be removable for actions inconsistent with the objectives and 
dignity of the office they hold and on such other ground(s) as provided. 

And it is further resolved that- 

(B) the Commission shall be competent to - 

(a) recommend to the Central Government sf^clfic programmes of action 
towards elimination of inequalities in status, facilities and opportunities 
for disabled persons so that they are assessed for their abilities despite 
disabilities and given the right educatton, vocational training and poverty 
alleviation packages, employment, and other support services to achieve 
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the goal of psycho-social acceptance and full participation in the social 
and economic life of the country; 

(b) review the status and conditions of institutions delivering services in the 
disability sector and make recommendations; and 

(c ) make annua! reports to the Central and State Governments on matters 

concerning disabled persons, with its recommendations. 

(d) discharge any other work assigned by the Central Government from time 
to time. 

(C) that, the Commission shall meet at least once in three months and more 
frequently, if required. 

And that the Commission shall have the power to call for such information 
including information with respect to any specific matter or case, as may be 
necessary for the discharge of above functions from any Government, local or 
other authority concerned with the implementation of programmes and schemes 
in regard to disabled persons; 

This Resolution shall come into force on and from the date of its publication in 
the Gazette of India.
